The 
Diaz force* lost 150 killed and 300 
wounded, while it is estimated 
that the Aladero forces had fully 
300 killed and 500 wounded. Sev- 
eral Americans were injured dur- 
ing the fighting.

XOVF. which brought, news of the 
deatn of Captain Robert F. Scott aiS'J 
four of his companions, crept today to 
the New Zealand coast, to where she 
will dock Thursday, wireless mes- 
sages from the survivors of. the Scott 
expedition on board, added details to 
the tragic stories of victory, iu reach- 
ing the South pole. 


Captain Scott, Dr. Edward A. Wil- 


son and Lieutenant H. R. Bowers die*! 
within 11 miles of the depot of One 
Tone camp. 135 miles north of th" 
South pole, and their bodies lay in 
their tent nearly eight months before 
they were found by a rescue party. 


Ail the members of the party did 


not die of starvation. Edgar Evans 
and Captain L. E. C. Oates. who wer<j 
the first to go, were victims of other 
agencies.

present." he stated. 


May Close Idle 


At the present time there are 


no arranscrnei-ts for a meeting at

settled. It was planned to have 
the miners resume work Monday 
morning and later adjust 
the 


"dirty coal" rule. 


It is thought that the Warwick 


mine will be closed down entirely 
in a -Jiort time on account of the 
strike.
